If your answer is no, 
then there is a big surprise awaiting you! These plants make a wider 
row than any you have ever seen. They definitely produce more quality 
berries than these same varieties did before they were freed of disease. 


At all times in the plant world there are new varieties being 
developed. Many of them have merit and should be given fair trial by 
you. Most of these new varieties come to us as relatively disease free 
and do not need, as yet, to undergo the disease freeing process to which 
our older varieties have been subjected. We are offering several of 
these newer named plants which have been fruited by us for several years. 

One of our specialties has always beento carry a complete line 
of all new plant introductions which come from the University of New 
Hampshire. We feel that any plant developed at U.N.H. will have the 
characteristics whichmake that variety superior in our northern climate. 
These five U.N.H. varieties are excellent, with more vigorous plant 
growth than that found in many older varieties. 


In our listing we have arranged the varieties in the order in 
which they ripen for us. The total ripening time -- from the first to 
the last -- is about five weeks. Three weeks ripening time was con- 
sidered excellent, but with the addition of the U.N.H. varieties, 
five or six weeks of picking is not unusual.
